.the Poem. As for the Odiffey, I think it is plain 


that Horace contidered it as one of thefe Allegorical 
Fables, by the Moral which he has given us of feve- 
ral parts of it, The greatett Italian Wits have ap- 
plied themfelves to the Writing of this latter kind 
of Fables: As Spencer’s Fairy-Qusen is one conti- 
nued Series of them from the beginning to the end 
of that admirable Work. If we look into the fineft 
Profe-Authors of Antiquity, fuch as Cicero, Plato, 
Xenophon, and many others,.we fhall find that this 
was likewife their favourite kind of Fable. I thall 
only further obferve upon it, -that the. firlt of this 
fort that made any confiderable figure in the World 
was that of Herczles meeting with Pleafure and Vir- 
tue, which was Invented by Prodicus, who lived be- 
fore Socrates, and in the firft Dawnings of Philofo- 
phy. He ufed to Travel through Greece by vertuc 
of this Fable, which procured him a kind Reception 
in all the Market Towns, where he never failed 
telling it as foon as he had gathered an Audience a- 
bout him. , 

After this fhort Preface, which I have made up of 
fuch Materials as my Memory does at prefent fug- 
geft to me, before | give my Reader a Fable of 
this kind, which I defign as the Entertainment of 
the prefent Paper, [ muit in a few Words open the 
occafion of it. _ 

In the Account which Plage gives us of the Con- 
verfation and Behaviour of Socrates the Morning he 
was to Dic, he tells the following Circumftance. 

When Socrates his Fetters were knocked off 

(as was ufual to be done on the Day that the 

Condemna’d Perfon was to be Executed) being 

feated in the midftxof his Difciples, and laying one 
- of his Legs over the other, in a very unconcerned 

Pofture, he began to rub it where it had been 

galled by the Iron; and whether it was to thow 

the Indifference with which he entertained che 

Thoughts of his approaching Death, or after-his 

ufual manner, to take every occafion of Philofo- 

phizing upon fume ‘ufeful Subjeét, he obferved 
the Pleafuré of that Senfation which now arofein 
thofe very parts of his Leg, that juft before had 
been fo much pained by the Fetter. Upon thishe 
refle@ted on the nature of Pleafure and Pain in gene- 
ral, and how confjantly they fucceed one another. 
Tothis he added, that if a Man of a good Genius 
for a Fable were to reprefent the Nature of — 

ure 
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fare and Pain in that way of Writing, he would 


probably join them together after fuch a manner, Afaxkind.. To remedy therefore this Incowesin. 


that it would be impofliple for the one to come in- 
to any Place, without bcing followed by the ottier. 
It is poffible, that ifP/ato had thosght it proper at 
fachatime to defcribe’ Socrates launching.out iuto a 
Difcourfe that was not of a piece with the Bulinefs 
of the Day, he would have enlarged upon this Hint, 
and have drawn it out into fome beautiful Allegory 
or Fable. But fince he has nor done it, I fhall at- 
tempt to write one my felf in the Spirit of that Di- 
viné Author. 


There were two Families which from the begiuning 
of the World were us oppofite to each other as Light 
aud Darkuefs. The one of thei lived in Heaven, and 
the other ia Hell. The youug:f? Defcendant of she 
firft Family was Pleafure, who was tbe Daughter of 
Hapsisefi, who was the Child of Virtue, who wasthe 
Ofsrring of the Gods. Thefe, as I faid before, bad 
ther Llabiiation in Heaven, The youngeft of the op- 
pofite Fuimily wat Pain, who was the Sun of Mifery, 

pho was the Child of Vice, who was the Offspring of 
the Fuvies. Tae Habitation of this Kace of Beings 
was in Hell, 

Tie middle Station of Nature between thefe two 
oppofite Extreams was the Earth, mcd was inhabited 
by Creatures of amiddle kind, neither fo Virtuous as 
the ove, nor fo Vicious as the other, but partaking of 
the guod and bad Ounalities of thefe two oppufite Famt- 
lics. Jupiter comfidering that this Species, commonly 
called Maz, was too virtnous to be miferable, and too 
vicious to be happy ; that be might make a Diftincti- 
on between the Good andthe Bad, ordered the two young- 
eft of the abovementioned Families, Pleafure who was 
the Daughier of Happine{s, aud Pain who was the 
Sow of Mifery, tu meet one another upon this part of 
Nature which lay i tbe balf way betwee thes, hav- 
thZ promijed to fettle it upon then both, proviaed they 
could agree xpos the Divifion of it, fo as to foare Maa- 
hind derween them. 

Pileajuve and Pain were no fooner met in their new 
Habitation, but they immediately agreed upon this 
poiat, that Pleafure foiuld take Poffeffion of the Vir- 
tu: ss,and Pain of the Vicious part of chat Species which 
was given up to them, “But upon examining to which 
of them any Individual they met with belonged, they 
found each of thembud a Right tobi; for that, coatra 
ry to whatibey had feenin their old places of Refidence, 
there wis no Perfow fo Wicives wha had not fome Good 
in bim, aw ony Perfow fo Virtnoxs whe had not te 
bime frme Evil. The triad of itis, they generally
